In London yearly. A bont 4,000,000 are 
utilized by tbe gua umuuftu.'turiiig com- 
panies! 0,000.000 are bnraed in house- 
talU,Vjaiiil iaiiustriiil tire grates. Each 
ton contains sutliciont ammonia to pro- 
duce, if treated with sulphuric acfd, 
twenty-two to twenty-eight pounds of 
sulphate of ammonia.. The total loss of 
this fertilizing agent is therefore, say, 
9,9t)0 tons. As U;o price of sulphate of 
ammonia is £9 10s. the ton, the mone- 
tary loss is £94,805 every year. Ii' we 
weio less wastefnl^wo should not be so 
much obliged to ransack Chili and Pcra 
for artificial manures.—National. Re- 
view.

b*en ill for some time, aod while con- 
flicting statements, probably for political 
rt/eson*, wtra published as to the catMO 
of his illness, the belief was general that 
It would prove fatal. 


Mr. Blalne was born in West Browns- 


Tille, Pennsylvania, January 81«t, 1830, 
and educated at Washington College. 
He taught a military school for a while 
•t Blue Lick Sprint;*, Kentucky, and 
married Harriet Btanwood, wbo was also 
• teacher. 
Returning to his native Slate, 


he taught school nt Philadelphia, from 
which pi ir« he went with his joung wife 
to her IICMIO in Maine, and made that 
State his home. At the age of twenty- 
four he became editor of lh'' Konneb c 
Journal and wns elected to the State Leg 
islature. In 1868 he entered the House 
of 
Representatives •nde'coatinucd in 


active service in that body for fourteen 
conocotive years, su years of which he 
served as Speaker. 
Ho also served a 


brief term in the Senate, and was four 
times voted for in a National Uonveution 
for President of the United States. In 
1884 he wan nominated for President aod 
net wild his first reverse in politics by 
being defeated by Graver Cleveland. He 
was twice Secretary of State, first under 
President 
Garfleld 
and subsequently 


under Harrison, itoti resigned from the 
lstte;'s cabinet on the 4th of June last. 


Bhilno was one of the most brilliant of 


his many able contemporaries. He was 
always near to the people. He threw bis 
great influence against the nomination of 
Grant for a third term of the Presidency 
In 187S and defeated him, notwithstand- 
ing the tffirts of Ouokling and the 
famous three hundred and six stalwarts 
to nominate the great General. 
He saw 


that the M-Kinley bill, as framed by the 
Gommittea on VVnys and Means, hnrlrri 
evil to the party with wh'cli he affiliated, 
•nd he declared that it did not make a 
mirket for one more barrel of pork or 
bushel of wheat, and proposed the reci- 
procity clause which was afterwards in- 
corporated in the bill. Though he pub- 
licly declared tliit he would not bo a 
candidate for the Presidency in 1892, he 
wa» pi teed in nominitioo by political 
mimpulatnrs nt Minneapolis last June 
•nd defeit»d by the Federal brijzud". 
September 31 la»t he addressed to the 
Chan in in ol lh» R"pul>liunn Ootrat 
Curnmiltee of M'tino his last public let- 
ter on politics, and Ouobur 14, 1S93, at 
Ophir Farm, N. Y, ha made his lust 
•peech. 


The Inn of four of his five children, 


three of wnom cliud within ft few yours, 
ami tho treatment winch lie ruceivd ut 
the hnnds ol 1'ie egotist of the White 
HIIUSO during his last days in the Cabinet 
disheartened the grett leader and pog 
sibly hastened his demise. Hi* memory, 
however, wul be rheris'ierl by tho citi- 
zens of this Republic long after Harrison 
the Littli is lori'nttin 


A nation sincerely regrets his going 


and mourns the loss of one of its great- 
out son1*.

A DETECTIVE. SAYS THAT WOMEN 


ARE MORE CRUEL THAN MEN.

la Beallty There Are as Many »o»»ale 


Criminal, oe There Are Male, nut Olr- 
•nmatnneee Cooeplro to Shield the fTlek- 
ed Woman—Women Seldom Beform. 
Theodore C. Metrier, the well known 


ban Francisco detective, has not had 
twenty-six years of experience in bistro- 
Session without obtaining some very 
Itrongimpressionsand opinions in regard 
to crime and criminals. 
, 


"As a sort of text," said Mr. Metzler, 


"for what I have to say on this subject, 
I will state that in considering men and 
women as criminals, between whom and 
their deeds comparisons are to be xnnde. 
I consider that, while man isnndonbted- 
ly, as a rule, the more prominent in 
crime, woman, on the other hand, is at 
once more cruel and cunning in what 
the does. 
"From the circumstance that a con- 


siderable less number of women than 
men are convicted of crime the infer- 
ence is drawn that in women tbe crim- 
inal propensities are- weaker or under 
better control, Such a conclusion is, 
however, not borne out by the facts, for 
•when crimes have been traced to women 
tt has been found in the great majority 
of cases-that the guilty deeds have been 
committed not only with systematic 
cunning, but also with a coolness and 
cruelty which have seldom beea attrib- 
uted to man. 


'There are several reasons," continued 


Mr. Mstzler, "why so few women have 
been convicted of crime. Man's natural 
sympathy for her often causes him to 
overtook important points against her, 
and then again he is always extra care- 
ful for fear he might do her injustice 
and injury. Men in the detective pro- rp 
tession may pre'tend to have no sympathy 
/or n woman, yet a good looking face 
rind a bewitching smile always find a 
tender spot in their hearts. 


"Of course there are exceptions, but 


they are very few. If there are men in 
this profession who are not susceptible 
to a woman's plea, 1, in my experience 
t>f twenty-six years, have failed to find 
them. 
"Another thing: It is seldom consid- 


ered that girls are watched more care- 
fully than boys and are nnder greater 
restraint. 
Neither is it taken into ac- 


count that older females spend more of 
their time at home, while males of their 
own age are on the street or mingling 
with persons whose habits are not al- 
ways the best. Many of the temptations 
to crime come from business complica- 
tions, in which women have little or no 
Bhare, as they spend most of their time 
at home with their children and female 
companions. Most homicides, yon know, 
are the lesults of anger excited when 
persons are away from their homes and 
families, as violent quarrels generally 
take place in the street or bwrroom, and 
not in the parlor or sitting room. 


"Now 
as to the cruelty and delibera- 


tion of the female criminal. The history 
of crime shows that most of themnrders 
committed by women are those perpe- 
trated by the administration of poison. 
They show careful preparation and great 
deliberation. In almost every instance 
treachery is employed, the victim being 
invited to partako of refreshments by 
one who is presumed to be a friend. 


"Mnrder by the administration of poi- 


eon u considered the most foul and the 
darkest of all crimes, but it is the one 
that women have been addicted to more 
generally than men in all ages and 
countries. 


"Another very remarkable fact," con- 


tinued the detective, "has recently been 
mentioned in a London paper by the
